Mr. Slade had been challenged -by Abraham Feinberg: to 
debate next Sunday the “moral and religious issues” raised by 
the literature. Mr.’ Slade replied in a telegram the pamphlets 
contained only truth and therefore were not debatable.

through the mail in London, 

Roger Decaire, LCUC national president, said in Ottawa 
Monday the protest was being considered by a special 
committee at the post office department. 

The protest was lodged after members of Local 4, LOUC, 
London, complained to their union executive about delivering 
pamphlets to London East, householders from Martin Weiche. 


Mr. Weiche, chairman of the Canadian National Socialist 
Party, is seeking election June 25 in the federal riding of 
London East. 

Several letter carriers—especially Second World War 
veterans—Thursday said they wanted the public to know they 
were distributing the pamphiets against their better judgment.

the Left and the Communists,

It also showed a 1.2: per cent 
swing in favor of the small ex- 
treme left-wing Unified Socialist 
party lead by former premier 
Pierve” Mendes-France, Its’ per- 
centage rose to 3.5. 

The survey was conducted 
June 12 and 13 by the organiza- 
tion Sofres Societe Francaise 
D'Etudes et de Sondages. 

The ‘poll showed the Gaullists 
and their allies would win 39.5 
per_cent-of the vote while the 


left-wing federation would get] 


17.5 per cent. 

This showed a 1.7 per cent 
swing to the Gaullists and their 
allies and a 1.3 per cent drop in 
support for the left-wing federa- 
tion, compared with the first 
round of the elections in March, 
1967. It also showed a .5 per 
cent drop in support for the 
Communists, to 22 per cent.

Dismal Precedent 


This must appear a dismal precedent 
to Mr. Trudeau who has been preaching 
restraint across the country and practis- 
ing it by his refusal to make spending 
commitments. If would seem, in the 
present temper of the country, that the 
government has much to gain by 
resisting the heavy demands being 
served on its agency, the seaway 
authority — 18 per cent over two years, 
with 9 per cent of it retroactive to the 
beginning of 1968. 

. Assuming that the government stands 
firm and the shutdown occurs, the NDP 
will once again find itself in one of those 
situations of embarrassment which have 


_recurred fairly regularly since it first 


emerged, to the acclaim of the unions, 
from its CCF chrysalis, 

Since the era of the horizontal railway 
freight increases, which used to follow 
wage settlements 2s winter follows fall, 
it has been difficult to argue persuas- 
ively that there is an identity of interests 
among farmers and unionists, In recent 
years _shippingtieups. have been not 
infrequent and each has been a harsh 
reminder of the ability of small, 
strategically placed groups, to place in 
jeopardy. the markets of western 
producers. 

Thus a pre-election strike of this 
character might very well recoil_on the 
party which most clearly idefitified itself 
with union interest and in fact relies 
rather heavily upon union deductions to 


_ sustain its’ political campaigns. 


Lewis Argument 


At the time of the great wage 
settlements David Lewis, deputy - leader 
of the NDP, sought to allay concern 


‘among other groups by arguing tha 


increased wages were not responsible for 
incteased prices. That this is not the 
view of the Eccnomic Council of Cahada 
is apparent from. its very striking 
comment on wage parity with the United 
States as advocated by some unions with 
the sympathetic backing of the NDP. 
Speaking of Canada and the United 
States, the council said in its third 
annual review: ~

Moreover, large demands by one group, 
especially if sanctioned by government, 
do tend to set a pattern. The same 
review drew specific attention to the 
seaway workers and the St. Lawrence 
jongshoremen settlements, observing; 
“to @ greater extent than in previous 
economic expansions, large settlements 
in the public sector of the economy have 
played a prominent role-in the general 
evolution of collective bargaining during 
1965 and 1966.” ‘ 

Since the NDP. ardently defended the 
wage settlements, it is peculiarly vulner- 
able.

It has in fact had 
a good deal of success in recruiting fine 
candidates, many of them from the 
professions and a number from small 
business.

Who Kills 
The Ibo?

Britain's continued inaction looks like 
brutal coldbloodedness. 

Armed with British and Russian 
equipment, the federal armies have 
seized the all-important Port Harcourt 
and are pushing the secessionist Ibo 
tribesmen into a steadily contracting poc- 


‘ket in the former eastern region of the 


federation. Hundreds of thousands of the 
Tho refugees fleeing before the federal 
armies have poured into the Biafran 
heartland, creating horrendous con- 
ditions, 

The precarious, twice-weekly air serv- 
ice to Biafra cannot begin to meet 
the demand for food, so that the 
population, estimated to be in excess of 
12 million, depends largely on the land, 
The federal authorities have given 
approval to Red Cross relief plans, but 
this has not allayed fears here of mass 
starvation among the Biafrans. 

The Ibo will to fight might by now 
have died were .it not for their deep- 
rooted fear of massacre by the federal 
armies, in which anti-Ibo tribesmen from 
Northern Nigeria predominate. 


Horror Picture 


The Ibo state of mind can be judged 
from the picture of a federal attack 
painted by a refugee for a British 
reporter: “. .. Menfolk lined against the 
wall of the biggest building and machine- 
gunned, the women raped to the 
accompaniment of the all-too-ritualistic 
mutilations, the children spitted on 
machete knives," (General Gowan, the 
federal leader has described this report 
as “rubbish,”’) 

The British policy has been to 
maintain the pre-war level of arms 
supplies, including infantry weapons and 
armored cars, but not tanks or aircraft, 
When the policy was conceived, it was 
widely believed that the federal army 
would be involved in a short police 
action and would quickly reassert its 
control over Port Harcourt, a vital oil 
centre-in which British firms have very 
large investments. In the event, the 
premise proved completely false and the 
British armaments were widely and 
devastatingly deployed before the Ibo 
grip on Port’ Harcourt was broken. - 

The Ibo leaders, who have a penchant 
for effective propaganda played 
unceasingly on British susceptibiilties, 
claiming that General Gowon . only 
prosecuted the war because of London's 
backing. 

Direct peace efforts, apart from those 
of the Commonwealth secretary-general, 
the Canadian diplomat Arnold Smith, are 
now~being made, but ministers are hard 
put to answer those who hold that the old 
arguments against an arms ban are no 
longer relevant; that it is. better to 
alienate the federal government than to 
risk complicity in. massacres, 

The goverpment was in some danger 
of defeat when the House. took up the 
matter in an emergency debate this 
week, though in the end a vote was 
averted. The Conservative foreign affairs 
spokesman, forrner Prime’ Minister Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home, made a telling bid 
for a tougher British stand, He said the 
government should make future arms 
shipments to Lagos conditional on 
federal Nigerian agreement to an 
unconditional cease-fire and the setting 
up of a Commonwealth force to 
guarantee Biafran security, (The Uganda 
talks foundered on federal insistence that 
Biafra renounce its sovereignty in 
advance of a ceasefire). 


Douglas-Home Plan 


Under Sir Alec's proposal, federal 
Nigeria would be told that rejection of 
security guarantees for the Ibo would 
make public pressure for an arms ban 
irresistible. 

When the debate ended, the govern- 
ment was still sticking to its position, but 
some significant qualifications had crept 
in, The foreign secretary, 
Stewart, implied the government would 
impose an arms ban if there was reason 
to believe federal Nigeria was bent on 
the extermination of the Ibos and was 
rejecting reasonable settlement pro« 
posals. This, however, was not the case 
at present: Federal authorities had said 
they were eager to avoid a final invasion 
of Biafra, ’ 

As te.the proposed international arms. 
embargo, there would be serious 
enforcement difficulties even if the 
major supplier governments co-operated, 
As Biafra had shown, black market 
sources could be readily tapped, (Large 
quantities .of Czech end Western arms 
have reached Biafra via Lisbon.) 

Mr, -Stewart's concession will not 
begin to satisfy public opinion here. Its 
temper can be judged from this excerpt 
from a leading article in the weekly 
magazine, Spectator: “It is quite likely 
that: the historian will select the 
government's policy: on Biafra as its 
wickedest and most disgraceful act of 
all, For the first time in our history this 
country has become an active accom- 
plice in. the | deliberate slaughter of 
hundreds of thousands of men, women 
and children — in short, an accomplice 
in genocide,”

My particular ‘iriterest 
arose from « news item I 
had read about an éxperi- 
ment in MeNeil Island 
Federal Penitentiary in 
Washington State.

the authorities -are completing & training 
program which promises jobs to 
inmates learning trades while serving time and 
due for release at the end Of the year. 

About 20 years some of us then 
interested in John Ha adtivities, had 
fmvestigated a similar proposal for British 
Columbia . inmates." We felt the  ttaining 
systems failed to equip them for jobs of the 
outside, mainly becausé the instruction seemed 
too limited and unions felt therfiselves in no 
position to show special concern for—former 
prisoners when the demands of theif own union 
Members left them little opportunity to look 
after anyone else. They approved the idea if 
principle and, with reluctance, felt they 
éouldn’t Help much,

Sincé that time unobtrusive but very 
éffective work has beefi doné ih thé field. The 
¢ourses in prison have beeh improved, a 
growing number of employers are ready to 
give the releaséd persori a echanée, government 
jabor departments have assisted by fitting

grams and the unions havé quietly gotie about 
accepting a new social fesporsibility which, 
among other things, judgés & workman of 4 
basis of cémpetency afd relégates to & minor 
place a prison record.

But the biggest 
break, as he sées it, is fot the availability of 
the course, but thé paitle which lets him use 
his training outside. 

His criticism of péhiteritiaty courses is 
sttaightforward, Some of them, he says, are 
out-of-date, largely because instructional teth- 
niques and equipment th the institutions fall 
behind technological developments outside.

Sleep 
Control 
Found?

WASHINGTON — A medi- 
cal scientist thinks he has 
found the chemical in the 
body that-contrels sleep. 

If Dr. Werner P. Koella is 


right, scientists should be able - 


to develop a pill that would 
allow a good night’s natural 
sleep to insomniacs. 

Dr. Koella, a neurophysiolo- 

gist at the Worcester Founda- 
tion for Experimental Biology 
at Shewsbury, Mass. reported 
on his findings during the 
annual convention of the So- 
ciety of Biological Psychiatry 
here. 
- The natural sleep-inducing 
chemical is serotonin, which 
Dr. Koella described in an 
interview as being “somewhat 
related to adrenalin.” 

Dr. KoeHa és a pioneer in 
reseatch into the connection 
between serotonin and sleep. 
He has published papers on it 
for the past eight years.

His latest experiments, com 
ducted on cats for the past 
two yeats, “dramatically 
corroborated” the notion that 
serotonin is the sleep cor- 
trolling agertt in the body, he

ARTIST CREATES UNIQUE THREE-DIMENSIONAL TAPESTRY 


Weaver's Trade Is Slow and Costly Work 


By. ELIZABETH BENNETT 
There are no shortcuts in 


Theo Moorman's trade, and 
very little money. 
“J don’t think there is 


anyone in our country who is 
living entirely from what they 
make out of the loom,” said 
Miss Moorman, a professional 


tapestry-weaver ~ from 
Gloucester, England. ‘There 
are no shortcuts. It is .sueh 


slow work that you can never 
charge enough to make up for 
the time." 

Born in Yorkshire, Miss 
Moorman has’ been weaving 
most_of her life, with a ‘big 
gap during the war. At this 
time she worked with the Arts 
Council of Great Britain. 

“This brought me into con- 
fact with artists and sculp- 
tors. It brought me out of 
plain weaving and into” the 
decorative aspect of 
tapestry.” 

One of Miss Moorman'’s 
latest and largest commis- 
sions was a three-dimensional 
tapestry for a school in Leeds. 
An abstract crucifixion scene. 
it is eight feet by nine feet, 
six inches in size’ and took six 
months of hard work: . to 
complete—at union wages the 
cost would be prohibitive. 

In this massive work three 
layers of tapestry hang one 
behind the other. The tapestry 
is in shapes rather than one 
flat piece and these are 
suspended from threads so the 
viewer can see through one 
layer to the next. As he 
moves, the forms change their

Granddad Walked 
The Road to Health

Walking is. a healthful activity that reaches its peak in 


summer, Some people enjoy walking so much that they indulge 
all year round and in every sort of weather. I have an elderly 
gentleman neighbor who thinks this way. He has been walking 
every day all his life and contributes his continuing good health 
to his daily outings. This fine gentleman lives with his son and 
daughterintaw and was quite elated when the doctor advised his 
son to start walking for his health. Unfortunately, the son waited 
until he had had a mild heart attack to heed this warning and 
now he cannot follow his hale father on long, rambling walks. He 
must walk a certain distance every day until his health improves. 
How do you tell how far you have walked? I suggested a 
pedometer, A fine pedometer is $7. It looks so much like @ 
wristwatch that you may find friends asking you politely why you 
have decided to keep the time on your ankle rather than on your 
wrist. This precision machine is cased in stainless steer and 
attached to a sturdy leather strap, Just set it to zero before your 
walk begins, strap it in place and begin hiking. The face of this 
pedometer-is marked. in various colored: rings that are quite 
attractive to look at. Once you have got the hang of reading the 
pedometer, these rings will form an important part of reading 
the distance walked. Each color represents a scale for different 
pace lengths. The manufacturers have worked out a way that will 
give you as accurate a reading as possible no matter what size 
step you take. My elderly neighbor has worked out several 
interesting routes that his son.can follow with this handy gadget. 


Hubby’s Gift Increases Safety 


I am always borrowing my husband's razor blades to cut 
something or another. Unfortunately I often cut myself and 
always ruin the blade. The other day he brought me my own 
blade—one I just cannot cut myself on. This is a long, razor- 
sharp blade of fine steel: that slips down into a combination 
handle and ‘guard. A rachet system Jets you rack the blade out to 
any length but won't let the blade slip out when you don’t want it 
to: The blade has a sharp point as well as a sharp blade and is 
perfect for cutting newspaper clippings, recipes, paper 
dolls—anything. As the point of each blade becomes dull, just 
snap it off. Special scoring along the length of the blade lets you 
snap it off to a fresh, sharp point, Each cutter comes with five 
extra blades in the handy plastic pocket. pouch and the biade- 
handle has a metal clip to clip it securely into a pocket. These 
cutters. range from $1.50 for a narrow blade and rise in price as 
the blade becomes wider. The widest blade is one inch deep and 
tan be Used to clit linoleum.

This paper-weight is also a bean-bag and when my husband took

Cypriot Corps 
Mandate Given’ 
Extended Life 


UNITED NATIONS (CP) — 
The United Nations Security 
Council Tuesday renewed the 


mandate of the UN peacekeep- 
ing force in Cyprus for another 
six months and urged both 
Greek- and Turkish-Cypriots to 
continue efforts to settle their 
longstanding dispute. 

The council. unanimously 
adopted a resolution which took 
note of Secretary-General U 
Thant’s recommendation that 
the 4,500-man force remain on 
the island during the forthcom- 
ing talks between Greek- and 
Turkish-Cypriot representatives. 
Canada has about 900 men in 
the force. 


FIRST IN YEARS 


gotiations June 24. 

The force, established in 
March, 1964, is authorized to re- 
main in Cyprus until Dec. 15. 
The council also expressed the 
expectation that by then ‘‘suffi- 
cient progress toward a final so- 
lution will make possible a with- 
drawal or substantial reduction 
of the force.” 

In his report last week, Thant 
noted that conditions in ‘Cyprus 
have remained calm for the last 
three months, although the 
basic differences between the 
tien Pee eric com- 
munity Turkis ot 
minority have not recrpeiot 
solved. 

In a statement after the vote 
Canadian “Ambassador George 
Ignatieff said that the secre- 
tary-general’s latest report “‘of- 
férs new grounds for hope that 
a political settlement of that is- 
land’s problems can be attained 
before many months have 
passed.” 

He expressed hope that the 
six-month extension of the man- 
date for the UN force “will be 
understood as a measure to fa- 
cilitate and not to delay the vig- 
orous- pursuit of the inter-com- 
munal talks which have just 
begun.”

Quebec NDP Chief Gives Philosophy

MONTREAL. (CP) — 
French-Canadian nationalism 
hasan all-Canada meaning in 
the philosophy of Robert 
Cliche, Quebec leader of the 
New Democratic Party. 

“T am’a real French-Cana- 
dian but at the same time I 
belong to a country and I love 
that country,” says Mr. 
Cliche, whose party is driving 
hard to win its first, Quebec 
seats in the June 25 federal 
election, 

The 47-year-old campaigner, 
in the middle of knocking on 
12,000 doors in Montreal Du- 
vernay riding, paused to tell a 

reporter about his life and 
patitioe- «sth to spin a few ad- 
miring yarns about his old 
grandpere, 

“J don’t speak two lan- 
guages," he emphasized.« ‘I 
say the same things in French 
and English.” 

Mr, Cliche was once an ally 
of such men as Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, Jéani Marehand, 
Gerard Pelletier and Rene Le- 
vesque — now Quebec, break- 
away leader—in battle against 
the late authoritarian premier 
Maurice Duplessis. A former 
Liberal, he feels the NDP is 
the natural home for him and 
his friends. 

“T thought for a while we 
would all continue to do things 
together," said Mr. Cliche in 
a tone of deep regret at the 
parting of the ways of these 
men who shared - youthful 
ideals, 


‘TWO FRUSTRATIONS’ 


On Quebec policy, however. 
the NDP—advocating ‘special 
status—is closer ‘to Robert L. 
Stanfield’s Progressive Con- 
servatives than to Prime Min- 
ister. Trudeau's Liberals, said 
Mr, Cliche, a lawyer and son 
of a lawyer. 

“We want the Canadian con- 
stitution, the . British North 
America Act, rewritten be- 
cause the Two Solitudes have 
became two :frustrations,’’ he 
added. 

The tendency of English 
Canada was to centralize 
power in Ottawa on the 
ground that division of deci- 
sion tends to weaken the coun- 
try. 

“TI know many English-Ca- 
nadians are frightened’ of 
American assimilation, They 
are less protected against it 
than FrenchCanadians be- 
cause of, our language, our 
way of life which has been so 
different, 

“For this reason, they want 


to centralize, they want a 


strong central power, We 
know that, right or wrong— 
whether they be good reasons

or bad—Quebec will never 
want to centralize power.” 

The answer was a renego- 
tiation of powers providing 
Quebec with an ‘“‘infrastruc- 
ture’ on such matters as sO- 
cial security—a positisn “on 
which all provincial parties, 
including the Quebec Liberals, 
were virtually united. 


DEFENDS QUEBEC STAND 
“Very often English Canada 
had reasons to be mad like 
hell at Quebec,” said Mr. 
Cliche. “I understand the feel- 
ings of English Canada. Some, 
times you had plans you 
thought were good, but Que- 
bee said no, citing provincial 
jurisdiction”. . . 

“T kpow the term special 
status, has an unpleasant 
meaning in English Canada, 
because it is understood as 
privilege. It is not privillege, 
but a way of arranging pow- 
ers so that you can develop to 
your full potential and we 
can, too.” 

Mr, Cliche, who sports an 
impressive mane of greying 
black hair, is*always an ani- 
mated speaker and often an 
impassioned orétor as French 
Canada’s leading exponent of 
socialism. His so¢ialism__is 
laced with sometimes dead- 
pan, sometimes explosive 
humor. 

His only real opponent in 
northend Duvernay, % per 
cent French-Canadian, is Lib- 
eral Eric Kierans, the intel- 
lectual ‘warrior who fought 
Mr. Trudeau for the prime 
ministership.

NUCLEAR ARMS 


FOR THE HOME? 


By ROD CURRIE 
WASHINGTON (CP) — When 
Congress devised the second 
amendment to the U.S. constitu- 
tion in 1789, it certainly didn’t 
have in mind today’s pistol- 
packing Dallas housewife, the 
Ohio machine-gun owner or the 
modern-day Montana schoolboy. 
Still, this brief amendment— 
much misinterpreted inthe 
opinion of many—is cited as en- 
suring their “‘right,"’ and that of 
millions of Americans, to ‘‘keep 
and bear arms.” 

The interpretation is so broad, | 
said Senator. Edward Brooke 
(Rep. Mass.) recently, that 
“conceivably an individual 
could even acquire a nuclear 
weapon," 

In all other developed coun-} 
triés, where gun-toting is a 
much-tontrolled privilege, gun 
deaths are a fraction of the} 
nearly $00,000 U.S. citizens 
killed by privately-owned guns 
since 1900. This compares with 
630,768 Americans killed in all 
the country’s wars, 

In the growing clamor for) 
stricter gun-control legislation 
after the second Kennedy assas- 
sination, the voice of the oppos- 
ing National Rifle Association | 
was heard loud and clear. 
CLAMOR ‘MASOCHISTIC’ 

“A strange masochistic spec- 
tacle,” said President Harold) 
W. Glassen of the thousands of} 
“normally level-headed Ameri- 
cans” urging the government to 
take “by. force one. of their 
basie civil rights, the right to 
keep and bear arms.” 

Typically, he did not quote the 
whole amendment. : 

Conceived in the dangerous 
days after the American Revo- 
lutionary War, and recognizing 
the necessity of trained civilians 
at the ready, the amendment 
reads : 

“A well-regulated militia 
being necessary to the security 
of a free state, the rights of the 
people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed." 

Advocates of controls argue 
that the role of-the “militia” 
today in defence of the nation 
and the individual is filled by 
the defence department, local 
police and the National Guard 
and there is no need for private 
ars¢nals. The anti-control fac- 
tion contends that rioters, crimi- 
nals and Communists are 
armed—and will continue to 
arm themselves illegally—while 
the rights of the law-abiding cit- 
izen will be infringed. 

Actually’ none of the rather 
miki laws proposed, even gun 
registration, would. infringe on 
the rights of anyone, save con- 
victed criminals, habitual alco- 
holies, the mentally unstable 
and drug addicts. 


2,000,000 GUNS SOLD 

But the NRA sees any form of 
control as the thin edge of the 
wedge penetrating its solid wall 
of resistance. Meanwhile, gun 
sales soar past 2,000,000 a year, 
with particular increases in 
areas recently ‘hit by riots. 

The gun-control debate is al- 
most as old as the American 
gun fetish and yet no court has 
given a decisive modern-day in- 
terpretation jot th second 
amendment. 

Senator Thomas Dodd of Con- 
necticut and allies sought a ban 
on mail-order gun sales follow- 
ing the 1963 rifle slaying of 
President John Kennedy. With 
the gun assassinations of Negro 
jeader Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., and Senator Robert Ken- 
nedy, Congress hastily passed a 
shallow version banning only 
mail-order traffic in‘pistols and 
revolvers.

ELECTION VOICE 


‘Under 35s 
Come Into 
Their Own 


OTTAWA (CP) — People 
under .35 have a slightly 
stronger voice for the federal 
election next Tuesday than in 
the last two elections, in 1965 
and 1963. But they are still far 
short of the election year of 
their greatest influence, 1921. 

The age group 21 to 34 now 
makes up about 32.6 per cent of 
the population of voting age, 21 
and over, This compares with 
31.8 per cent in 1965 and 32.1 in 
1963..The proportion was 39.7 
per cent in 1921, the first year 
for universal suffrage in federal 
elections. 

The proportions cited here 
may not apply precisely to the 
people eligible to vote next 
Tuesday, for two reasons. 

First, the latest age-group 
breakdown of population esti- 
mates dates back to June 1, 
1967. The estimates are pre- 
pared for June 1 in each year in 
which there is no official 
population count and the 1968 
figure is not yet ready. How- 
ever, the year-to-year change in 
these proportions has not been 
significant.

shovel, but even so a few may become 
impaled on the tines. 

Lay the bulbs in shallow wooden boxes 
out of sunlight in an airy shed or garage, 
allowing the leaves to remain ‘attached until 
they become dry. 

Turn thé bulbs daily: to hasten the drying 
process, and do not attempt cleaning until 
leaves will come away freely without pulling. 

Soil and loose.dry skin may then be 
removed, If bulbs separate readily, allow 
them to do so. Usually those which are 
‘completely round will come away easily, 
while others may have two flattish bulbs 
attached, one on each side. Leave them as 
they are for planting. 

During summer, store in a ool, dry 
place, being sure that no heat or moisture 
can cause damage. This summer ripening 
period has a distinct influence-on the quality 
of bloom obtained next spring in the garden. 

Cleaned and properly stored, the bulbs 
will be a pleasure to replant in the fall.

The law also makes 16- and 
1T-year-olds and men between 
38 and 50 eligible for service in 
local self-defence units. More 
than 170,000 men. already are 
members of these locals forces.
